PATTERN NOTES 

The snood is worked lengthwise in entrelac. 

The edgings are picked up and worked in the 
round with the 4ply yarn held double. 

To get the best from the colours, start each new 
ball of Noro at the same point in the colour 
sequence. 

The start of the snood is in entrelac rectangles, 
not triangles. The end of the work is also in 
rectangles. This means that the top and bottom 
edges are serrated, not straight, and dovetail 
together for seaming. 

Knitting backwards is not essential for this pattern 
but really revolutionises entrelac. Instead of 
turning the work every six stitches you simply 
knit in the other direction. This means you avoid 
having to turn heavy work frequently and the 
yarn doesn't twist. See our tutorial on page 38 for 
instructions. 

Entrelac looks very complicated but actually 
requires just a few basic skills: casting on, stocking 
stitch, decreasing and picking up. If you look S

carefully at a piece of entrelac you will see that 
it comprises blocks of Stocking stitch worked 
diagonally to the right and then on the row above, 
to the left. If you alternate the colour of yarn each 
time you change direction then the work will look 
as if it is strips of knitting which have been woven 
under and over each other. 

The sequence below may look daunting but it 
becomes very obvious once you have done it a few 
times, and you quickly won't even need to refer to 
the pattern. 

This entrelac pattern does not have special set up 
or end triangles to make a straight start and finish 
and so is even simpler to master. 

The instructions are given assuming that you are 
turning the work at the end of each row but you 
can of course keep the right side facing at all times 
and knit back in the other direction on purl rows if 
you prefer. 

BODY 

Set up row of rectangles 

With larger needles and MC, begin set-up 
as follows: 

*Cast on 6 sts using a knitted or cable cast on and 
work 1 2 rows in st st across these 6 sts only, ending 
after a WS row. Rep from * 9 times more, for a total 
of 60 sts on the needle. 1 0 right leaning rectangles 
made. The work will hitch up where the top of 
one block of knitting meets the cast on edge of 
the next. This is normal. The work will hang more 
normally as it progresses. 

Right edge triangle 

This gives a straight right-hand edge and prepares 
you to turn the direction of the rectangles. 

Row 1: K2, turn. 

Row 2: P2, turn. 

Row 3: Kfb, ssk, turn. 

Row 4: P3, turn. 

Row 5: Kfb, k1 , ssk, turn 
Row 6: P4, turn 
Row 7: Kfb, k2, ssk, turn. 

Row 8: P5, turn 
Row 9: Kfb, k3, ssk. 

Left leaning rectangles 

**Pick up and knit 6 sts down side of rectangle 
below. Turn work. 

*P6, turn work. 

K5, ssk, turn work. 

Rep last 2 rows five times more but do not turn 
at end of last row. 1 left leaning rectangle made. 
Repeat from ** until no stitches remain on the LH 
needle. 

Left edge triangle 

This gives a straight left-hand edge. 

Row 1 (RS): Pick up and knit 6 sts down side of last 
remaining rectangle. Turn work. 

Row 2: P2tog, p4, turn work. 
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Row 3: K5, turn. 

Row 4: P2tog, p3, turn. 

Row 5: K4, turn. 

Row 6: P2tog, p2, turn. 

Row 7: K3, turn. 

Row 8: P2tog, pi, turn. 

Row 9: K2, turn. 

Row 10: P2tog. 

1 St rem on RH needle. §§ 

Right leaning rectangles 

Pick up and purl 5 sts down side of rectangle 
below, turn work. 

*^K6,turn. 

P5, p2tog, turn. 

Rep last 2 rows five times more, but do not turn at 
end of last row.*** Pick up and knit 6 sts down side 
of next rectangle and turn work. 

Repeat from ** until no stitches remain on the LH 



needle, ending at ***. 

Rep from § eighteen times more, for a total of 39 
rows of entrelac pattern, then work from § to §§ 
once, ending on a row of Left leaning rectangles 
and casting off in pattern across this row. 

Sew the two ends together. 

*With smaller needles and 2 strands of CC held 
together, pick up and knit 120 sts around side edge 
of snood. Join to work in the rnd and pm for beg 
of rnd. 

Row 1 : (Kfb) around. 240 sts 
Knit 5 rnds. Cast off. 

Repeat for other edge.

Dec row (RS): Ssk, knit to 2 sts before m, ssk, slip 
marker (si m), k2tog, work to 2 sts before next m, ssk, 
si m, k2tog, work to last 2 sts, k2tog.

With crochet hook, attach a 30.5cm or 1 2in length of 
yarn to the left front edge about 2.5cm or 1 in down 
from neck cast on. 

Work a crochet chain about 1 5cm or 6in 
long, then fasten off last st. 

To close shrug, wrap chain around button 
shank and tie in place.

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A Tale of 
Two Cities 



The Knitting Genie stumbled on a cryptic 
reference to an 1 840s' knitting manual by 'Mrs 
Jackson of York', and felt compelled to find out 
more about this enigmatic lady, less well known 
than some of her contemporary knitting manual 
writers. This is what she found out. . . 



I n Regency times, York and Edinburgh were 
fashionable and elegant places to live, full of 
'places to be seen', with Palladian architecture, 
stylish Assembly Rooms and high-end shops. 
Both cities became home to pioneers of knitting 
publishing, who made the craft genteel and 
modish, where once it had been utilitarian. 

Elizabeth Ruddock was born on the 26 March, 

1 809, in Horbury, Wakefield; the daughter of a cloth 
manufacturer, David Ruddock and his wife, Mary 
Armitage. 

One of 11 children Elizabeth's childhood 
changed with the early death of her father. Seeing 
their mother struggling to raise a large family on 
a diminished income, gave the Ruddock children 
considerable drive to succeed in later life. Elizabeth's 
brother, George, emigrated to St Petersburg, Russia 
in the 1830's, and a number of the family followed 
him there. St Petersburg exported linen to the 
UK in the early 19thC and imported West Riding 
textile know-how. It had a thriving English ex-pat 
community. 

Elizabeth was born into a world where middle 
class women were expected to be more ornamental 
than useful. West Riding manufacturers' daughters 
were supposed to sit at home and paint pictures 
on silk, not get personally involved in the very 
commerce that paid for their 'Fancy Works'. 

Another West Riding cloth manufacturer's 
daughter, and contemporary of Elizabeth Ruddock, 
the Brontes' friend, feisty Mary Taylor wanted to 
earn her own money. To do it, Mary had to emigrate 
to New Zealand where she lived for 14 years, □

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running her own shop, and trying to "stay out of the 
cage/' as she put it. 

THE RISE OF HANDKNITTING 

The early 19th century, middle class women rarely 
knitted anything useful or even very much that was 
ornamental. Knitting was a working class necessity. 

However, in the late 1830s, as Queen Victoria came 
to the throne, knitting became recreational. 

At the end of the Napoleonic Wars, trade had 
become easier and ambitious London merchants 
such as John James Gaugain, profited from the 
fad for imported Berlin wools. In 1824, J J Gaugain 
advertised the latest Parisian fashions, and 

Elizabeth Jacksons's book 
showed influences from her 
St Petersburg family, as she 
had patterns for 'A Siberian 
Muff and A Russian Shawl' 
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haberdashery at his shop The Foreign Warehouse', 
at 65 New Buildings, North Bridge, Edinburgh. His 
advertisement said, he was sure his patrons would 
continue their support "since the removal of his 
establishment from London to this city." [Caledonian 
Mercury, 28 October, 1824] 

In 1824, while J J Gaugain made his move to 
fashionable Edinburgh, in another elegant city, York 
goldsmith and jeweller, Edward Jackson was listed 
as bankrupt. Edward, born 1786 in York, somehow 
continued trading on York's busiest thoroughfare. 
Coney St, but must have been searching for a new 
string to his bow, and it wouldn't be long before his 
fortunes were to change. 

Around 1823, Jane Alison married J J Gaugain 
and started publishing her work in the 1830s and 
she went on to become one of the most prolific 
writers of knitting manuals. Her books were not 
cheap at over five shillings (the same price as 
Dickens' 1840s' novels) but their success can be 
gauged by this advertisement: "Mrs G's Works may 
be had of all Booksellers." 

Jane's manuals went into countless editions, 
and included: Small Work on Fancy Knitting (1837), 
The Lady's Assistant (1840), Mrs Gaugain's Miniature 
Knitting Netting and Crochet book (1 843), The 
Accompaniment to Second Volume of Mrs Gaugain's 
Work on Knitting, Netting and Crochet (1 845), The 
Knitters' Friend (1846), Mrs Gaugain's Knit Polka book 
(1847). 

The fact Jane's books came thick and fast in the 
1840s, suggests the exponential rise in popularity 
of knitting manuals. They were a whole new 
publishing phenomenon. 



DEMAND FOR WOOL 

In the 1830s, the smart money was on wool. Berlin 
wool. Seeing the strong, bright colours, suddenly 
middle and upper class women everywhere wanted 
to knit. Who better to define 'Berlin wool' for us, 
than Jane Gaugain herself: "German wool is the 
produce of the Merino breed... and is the best 
sheep's wool that we possess. The merino fleece is 
brought to the greatest perfection in Saxony. . . It is 
chiefly manufactured at Gotha; the dying [sic] of it 
performed at Berlin... " (1843). 

For the Gaugains, business might have been 
booming, but their marriage was unhappy. They 
were eventually to live apart. Maybe J J was getting 
itchy feet as early as the mid 1 830s - he was already 
expanding his woolly empire south of the border 
in the summer of 1836 as can be seen from this 
newspaper cutting: 



"Berlin Stitching Patterns... 

"Mr Gaugain, Importer of German Patterns, 
Wools, &c., in EDINBURGH, has established 
a Branch Warehouse in YORK, under the 
management of Mrs Gaugain's Sister... 
Saloon, 14, CONEY STREET." 

[York Herald] 



Number 14 was a light, airy 'saloon', once used 
for travelling exhibitions and freak shows and 
became 'Mr Gaugain's Berlin Wool Depot'. The 
shop adjoining no 14 belonged to none other 
than Edward Jackson, goldsmith and jeweller.

Fresh from his bankruptcy, Edward must have 
eyed the fashionable ladies going in and out of 
the neighbouring shop and formed a plan. A later 
advertisement hints how the Jacksons linked 
embroidery and crafts to goldsmithing: "Every 
article requisite for the work-table constantly on 
sale... Instructions in the various branches of Ladies' 
Fancy-Work. Arms, Crests, and Other Designs, drawn 
to order..." 

In 1836, J J Gaugain decided to retrench 
operations, and Edward Jackson took over the 
shop. Mr Gaugain's Berlin Wool Depot became 'The 
Berlin Rooms'. In the spring of 1838, Edward Jackson 
married 29 year old Elizabeth Ruddock, daughter 
of the late West Riding cloth manufacturer, at St 
Olave's in York. It is possible Elizabeth was one of 
the embroiderers in his workshop. 

A RICH TESTIMONY 

Just as tourist traps in the city now sell armorial 
crests, the 1830s' tradespeople of York profited from 
them, too. Upmarket craft services and supplies 
appealed to everyone; the aristocrats with their 
embroidered arms, and the middle classes, who 
wanted to be seen shopping where the fashionable 
folk shopped. The mid-19th century yarn store had 
only to hint at its royal or aristocratic patrons, to 
get the less royal and aristocratic flooding in. In her 
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preface to the second edition of her book, Elizabeth 
wrote that she was indebted to "Several Ladies high . 
in rank and station" who were long-term customers ■’ 
at her shop. In contrast, Jane Gaugain's manuals 
were dedicated to various aristocratic ladies, even 
royalty. 

In 1839, the Coney St shop was still advertised 
as Edward's; by 1841, it was Elizabeth's. Only 
three years married, the 1841 Census reveals 
that Elizabeth had more on her hands than just a 
thriving business. 15 Coney St housed the 50-year- 
old Edward, three children, Edward's nephew/ 
apprentice, and four women working as 'fancy 
embroiderers', including relative Caroline Ruddock. 
There were two servants. 

Elizabeth was not at home on the night of that 
Census, but her absence might be explained by the 
fact she had just opened a new branch of the Berlin 
Rooms on New Bond St, in Leeds and was maybe 
in transit between shops. Her widowed mother, 

Mary was still living with her in 1851 and again, 
points to the usual fate of unmarried or widowed 
women: dependency. Elizabeth's contemporary, 
straight talking Mary Taylor defended women with 
young children going out to work, saying: "They 
are earning money that, the more affectionate they 
are, the more anxious they are to get. The work of 
earning it. . . is their first duty. . ." 

We should not underestimate women like Jane 
Gaugain and Elizabeth Jackson, who turned craft 
into commerce and escaped "the cage." 

Elizabeth wasn't without competitors; one of 
whom was probably Mr Gaugain's sister in law, who 
appears to have stayed behind in York, and started 
up her own shop in competition to the Jacksons': 

"MISS CURRIE from Mr Gaugain's Depot for 
Ladies' Fancy Works, 14 CONEYSTREET YORK, begs 
respectfully to inform the Ladies of Yorkshire, 
particularly those who have kindly promised her 
their Patronage, that she will open the shop, NO 47 
OPPOSITE THE CHURCH, on the 16th of January, for 
the sale of Berlin Wools... December 27th, 1836" 
Directly under this advert, was Elizabeth's own. 

A year later, Catherine Currie's advert ended 
with the rather pointed: "N.B. C-C wishes to state 
that she has No Connexion [sic] with any other 
House in this City." According to the 1841 Census, 
Catherine Currie was still trading from 47 Coney 
o St, and listed as 'Berlin Wool Dealer'. She was gone 
"S by 1851. In 1845, Elizabeth traded from 15 Coney 
o St, sharing the premises with the goldsmiths, 
and the 'Berlin Rooms' were renamed 'Jackson's 
o Emporium'. Elizabeth now had shops in York, 
Harrogate and Leeds. While her knitting book. The 
Practical Companion to the Work-Table appeared 
in 1844 and was re-issued the following year with 
more illustrations. Like Jane Gaugain's books, it was 
a runaway hit and 'Mrs Jackson of York' became a 
name to conjure with. Jane Gaugain's innovation 
was the introduction of the first knitters' shorthand. 
Elizabeth's instructions made no attempt to 
abbreviate, or chart, and a page-long pattern 
might be delivered in a single sentence. Whereas 
some Victorian knitting manuals are notoriously 
unreliable and sketchy, both Jane's and Elizabeth's 
were comparatively practical. 

Elizabeth's book showed influences from her St a 
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Petersburg family, as she had patterns for 'A Siberian 
Muff', 'A Russian Shawl', 'Another Russian Shawl', 

'Shaded Russian Knit Bag', 'Siberian Cuffs', and 'A 
Receipt for Russian Stitch'. Most of the Russian items 
are colourwork - mainly stripes. No doubt her St 
Petersburg relatives, who came and went at Coney 
St, returned to York with Russian shawls and gloves. 

SUCCESSFUL AUTHORS 

Jane Gaugain and Elizabeth Jackson both profited 
from publication, using the vast circulation of 
subscribers and readers to promote their shops. The 
1851 census saw Elizabeth back at home and the 
house less busy. Edward was now retired, although 
she was still listed as ‘Berlin Wool Dealer'. Her 65 
year old mother was still living with them. In 1858 
Edward died. 

Elizabeth Jackson was not 
at home on the night of that 
Census, her absence might be 
explained by the fact she had 
just opened a new branch of 
the Berlin Rooms 



Elizabeth's book went into other editions, and 
in 1 849, she had brought out The Polka Book. Maybe 
slightly late to the polka party, as Mrs Gaugain's ‘Knit 
Polka Book and Mrs George Curling's The Knitting 
Book for Polka Dresses, had both come out in 1847. 
'Polkas' were a kind of jacket or frock worn by 
children or women. 

It could be sales for Elizabeth's book were 
disappointing, or maybe the Berlin trade was in 
decline anyway. Either way, Elizabeth's life seemed 
to continue on, lively and active. In 1861, the Census 
found Elizabeth still a 'Berlin Wool Dealer' at 15 
Coney St living with a son, a daughter and a servant. 
The St Petersburg Ruddocks and Lee relatives 
visited. 

In 1862, a rather august guest, the Hon Louisa 
Lane Fox, was delivered of a daughter, Charlotte, 
at 15 Coney St, announced in the national 
newspapers. The Lane Foxs were old Yorkshire 
aristocracy and Louisa lived at Grimston Lodge. A 
surviving copy of Elizabeth's 1844 book digitised by 
Southampton University was owned by Mary Ann 
Butler - a farmer's daughter on the Grimston estate. 
Coincidence, or maybe a gift to tenants' daughters 
from 'the Lady of the Manor' - who knows? But 
it hints that Elizabeth's book was read across the 
social scale. In 1846, Elizabeth had contributed an 
embroidery of a hawking party to the York Institute 
Bazaar. The choice of subject matter hinted at her 
patrician links. 
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The fashion for innported wools declined 
and Elizabeth Jackson ended her days in 
Northumberland, living with her step-son, William. 
Elizabeth's obituary reads: 

"On March 30th, at 11, Northumberland terrace, 
Tynemouth, in her 82nd year, Elizabeth, wife of the 
late Edward Jackson, of York" The Yorkshire Herald, 
Wednesday 2 April, 1890 

Like her own mother before her, by the end, she 
lived with some degree of dependency, as widowed 
women often had to. But from the 1830s-1860s, 
Elizabeth had thrived successfully outside "the 
cage." M

Continue working even in pattern until piece 
measures same as Back to armhole, ending after a WS 
row. 25 (25: 26: 26: 27: 28: 28: 29: 30) sts. 

Shape shoulders 

Cast off 8 (8: 8: 8: 9: 9: 9: 9: 1 0) sts at beg of next RS row, 
cast off 8 (8: 9: 9: 9: 9: 9: 1 0: 1 0) sts at beg of foil RS row, 
then cast off rem 9 (9: 9: 9: 9: 1 0: 1 0: 1 0: 1 0) sts at beg 
of foil RS row. 

FINISHING 

Block pieces to measurements. Seam shoulders. 

Armhole edging 

With RS of Left Front facing, starting at the centre 
armhole edge, pick up and knit 1 09 (1 1 6: 1 20: 1 24: 

1 32: 1 37: 1 44: 1 46: 1 68) sts around the armhole. 

Knit 5 rows. Cast off all sts. 

Repeat for right armhole. 

Buttonband 

Sew side seams and armhole edging. 

With RS facing, starting at the side seam by the Right 
Front, pick up and knit 1 st in each cast on st down 
the side of the point to the original cast on, 1 st in 
each cast on st, 2 sts for every 3 rows up the other side 
of the point, then 3 sts for every 4 rows up the Right 
Front. Pick up 1 st in every cast off st across the back 
neck, 3 sts for every 4 rows down the Left Front, 2 sts 
for every 3 rows down the side of the point, 1 st in 
each original cast on st, then 1 st in every cast on st to 
side seam. Finally pick up and knit 1 st for every cast 
on st across the Back hem. Join to work in the round. 

Knit 1 rnd. Purl 1 rnd. 

Place eight removable markers in previous row on 
Left Front, spacing them evenly from from neck to 
top of point. 

Buttonhole rnd: *Knit to first marker, (k2tog, yo); rep 
from * until all buttonholes have been made, knit to 
end. Remove markers. 

Purl 1 rnd. Knit 1 rnd. 

Cast off all sts. 

Weave in all ends, press lightly to finish 
and sew on buttons on right-hand edge to 
match buttonholes. 
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How to... 

Knit backwards 

Put aside the image of knitting with hands behind 
your back - knitting backwards is a versatile, useful and 
simple skill to acquire. Zoe Clements shows you how. 

K nitting backwards is 
a technique where 
the knit stitch is 
created by working 
from left to right, 
in the opposite 

direction to standard right-handed 
knitting. Although it is known as 
knitting backwards, we are actually 
creating a purl stitch but with the 
knit side of the fabric facing the 
knitter instead. It is an alternative 
to turning work and purling. 

UNDERSTANDING 
THE STITCH 

Before we show you how to knit 
backwards, we take a look at the 
construction of a standard purl 
stitch as this helps understand 
how to work backwards. 

STEP1 

The right needle goes in the front 
loop of the stitch from right to left, 
sitting between the loop and the 
left needle at the back.

CREATING THE STITCH 

When knitting backwards, the 
same steps are taken, but the 
motions are reversed. Where the 
working yarn is usually by the left 
needle, it will now come from the 
right. Stitches begin on the right- 
hand needle and are worked on to 
the left-hand needle 
as follows: 

STEP1 

The left-hand needle goes in the 
back loop of the stitch on the right 
hand needle, from left to right, 
sitting between the loop and the 
right needle at the front. 

STEP 2 

Carry the yarn (which is at the back 
of the work) behind the left needle, 
over the top and down between 
left and right-hand needles. 

STEPS 

Pull the new stitch through with 
the left-hand needle. 

Once the pull through is complete, 
the stitch will now sit on the left 
hand needle, with the working 
yarn at the back. BS 



Pointers 

There are a few things to 
remember to ensure your 
backwards knitting is a success. 

TENSION 

This may be different from 
your usual tension. You may 
prefer to swatch using the 
technique before embarking 
on a large project. 

WRAPPING 

It is easy to get confused and 
wrap the yarn the wrong way 
around the needles, because 
we are used to carrying yarn 
the other way. Try practicing 
on scarves or squares, using 
simple stocking stitch until the 
movement is automatic. 

DECREASING 

Where you need to purl two 
stitches together, put the left 
needle through two stitches on 
the right-hand needle and work 
the stitches together as one.

Row tension may be difficult to match for some 
knitters. If the knitter has more rounds per inch 
than stated, it is simple to add more rounds of MC 
between the Fair Isle blocks. If you have less rounds 
per inch, it is a bit more difficult as the hat doesn't 
have many rounds that can be eliminated. One 
solution is to enjoy a slightly taller hat (very popular 
these days) or to consider eliminating the Ribbon 
Twist Graph to shorten the hat by 7 rounds. 

HAT 

Using MC, CC1 and the two-colour long tail 
cast on, cast on 70 (90: 1 1 0) sts.

We talk to Sue Blacker of the Natural Fibre Company and Blacker Yarns 

to discover how she is helping the environment and farmers of the UK 



MEETTHETEAM 

Sue doesn't do it all on her own though, 
behind her is a great team who help the 
mill run like clockwork and have helped it 
to earn a fantastic reputation as a reliable, 
specialist wool spinner. Talking to her, you

N estled in the beautiful Cornish 
countryside near Launceston 
is a fibre mill that not only 
produces quality yarn, but 
does so in a way that is 
environmentally friendly 
while helping farmers generate a further 
revenue stream. 

The mill has been home to The Natural 
Fibre Company (NFC) since Sue Blacker 
bought the business and moved it from 
Wales in 2005. Back then. Sue, a former 
stockbroker, had a small flock of Gotland 
sheep whose fleeces were spun at NFC 
when it was run by Myra Mortlock and her 
husband. When the Mortlocks retired. Sue 
took on the business and has nurtured it to 
become the success it is today. In the last 
seven years she has held fast to the ethos 
that the mill will add value to all suitable 
fleece by turning it into high-quality yarn 
that farmers are able to sell for themselves 
to generate new income from their flock. 

As part of the Cornish relocation. Sue 
and her team introduced automated 
scouring and completed their first run of 
organic yarn in January of 2006. Not long 
after, mohair and alpaca was being spun, 
with worsted and semi-worsted added 
to the capability in July of 2007. With the 
acquisition of extra space in 2008, a dye 
plant was installed and the online shop 
(Blacker Designs) was launched. As you may 
have guessed. Sue isn't one to sit back and 
relax on her laurels. 



can tell the admiration she has for her staff. 
Mill manager and worsted specialist Paul 
works closely with the carding engineer, 
James, while the apprentice, David, looks 
after the production right through to the 
finishing stage. 

Michael looks after the stock, has the job 
of sorting the raw fleece as it arrives from 
the farmers and he's also training to work 
in the mill. At the end of the process you'll 
find Susan, Taymara and Sadie who spin, ply 
wash, reel and wind the yarns into skeins, 
balls and cones. 

As a team the staff have over 60 years of 
experience in making yarns and NFC is also 
proud of training all its staff to undertake the 
most processes. With over 2,000 customers. 



it's important to have reliable office staff 
to look after the orders and finance; if 
you call you'll probably speak to office 
manager Anne or Sonja who looks after the 
commission spinning customers. Also in the 
office is Steve, who focuses on retail and the 
growing number of yarn stockists 

At the moment the mill operates on 
Monday to Thursday from 7am-4pm, and 
7-1 1am on Fridays, which is long enough 
to keep up with demand, but Sue sees the 
opportunity to have the machines operating 
for longer hours and pushing more fibre 
through in the future. As British knitters 
demand more homegrown and processed 
yarns, farmers will be able to increase their 
flocks to supply the fleeces. 
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FAIRTRADE 

Currently the British Wool Marketing Board 
(BWMB) has the monopoly on purchasing 
the wool from flocks of over five sheep, 
although there are exceptions for rare 
breeds' flocks and those farmers who want 
to add value to their fleece. The BWMB 
purchases the fleece, and pays a world 
market price depending on the quality or 
type of yarn. Those with coloured or rare 



breed wools may not be getting a price 
reflecting their special fleeces, as demand is 
for white and more standard fleeces. 

Sue is keen to ensure that The NFC 
helps to play a role in the profitability of UK 
farmers. They can send a required amount 
fleece to the mill to have it processed and 
sent back to them in balls of yarn which can 
then be sold by the farmer via markets or 
farm shops for example. Alternatively they 



can send in their fleece for it to be processed 
with other sheep of the same breed from 
other farms, then purchase back the breed- 
specific yarn at a reduced price. Or finally, 
farmers can sell their fleece to NFC who 
will process it and sell via the online store. 
Blacker Yarns, as breed-specific wool. 

Premium rates are paid for rare and 
top quality fleece, and at least the market 
rate for mohair and alpaca; apart from 
quality, the main stipulation is that no 
pesticides have been used three months 
prior to shearing. Where the mill differs in 
its acceptance of fleeces to the BWMB is 
that they will only pay for fleece suitable for 
their yarns, so poor quality, heavily stained 
or matted wool is rejected. However, Sue is 
keen that farmers make the most from their 
product and create the best fibre possible, 
so supports them with advice on how to 
achieve higher quality and a better yield.

While it s great that Sue and her team 
produce yarn for farmers all over the 
country most often this yarn is sent 
back to the farmer and sold by them 
in their farmshops^ local markets and 
local yarn stores. So the chances of the 
majority of us stumbling across it^ is 
very remote. 

As part of Blacker YarnS; an offshoot 
company and website called ‘The 
Natural Yarn Company' is due to be 
launched. Sue tells us: “It acts like a 
mini shop. We will have a select list of 
breed yarns for sale. The site will take 
the money and send the order onto the 
breeder/ seller who will package up the 
yarn and send it on to the customer.” It s 
a great way for someone located in the 
southwest to purchase a single-breed 
yarn from a breeder in the Lake District 
for example. 

Alongside each yarn entry on 
the site will be a profile of the sheeps 
the farm the fleece came from plus 
pictures so that the purchaser can see 
exactly where the yarn originated. This 
collaborative marketing will further 
help the profitability of farms.

overseas, it is refreshing to hear Sue talk 
about the importance of buying supplies 
from local producers and creating a 
completely British product - something that 
is supported by many of her customers. Take 
Daniel, at the London Cloth Company for 
example. He has recently refurbished three 
vintage looms to open the first cloth mill in 
the Capital for 1 00 years and will soon be 
weaving with NFC yarns to create bespoke 
fabrics for his high-end clients. 

Daniel will also be weaving with NFC- 
spun yarn that has come via The Nude Ewe 
(see Issue 51 ), who are trying to ensure 
that farmers of conservation grazing and 
heritage sheep are able to recoup the cost 
of shearing. While the NFC currently spins 
Nude Ewe knitting yarn with profits of sales 
going back to farmers, some fleece is too 
coarse for handknitters, however it is the 
perfect medium for weaving. 

Keeping everything so close to home 
means that the mill's carbon footprint is 
relatively low. They ensure that they get 
the highest yield from the fibre and keep 
waste to the bare minimum. Most of the 
waste is recycled, particularly the waste 
from the washing and scouring process. 

The water that is squeezed from the fleece 
is full of animal excrement, hay, grease and 
sweat - not a pleasant cocktail. All of this is 
collected in giant tanks below the roller and 



is collected by a licensed contractor, then is 
put back onto the land as fertilizer - hence 
the three-month ban on pesticides. 

The mill is also licensed to produce 
and process organic wool and fibre by the 
Soil Association. During the washing and 
scouring process an organic industrial 
detergent is used for all fibre before it goes 
through carding and spinning - again 
ensuring that it is viable to be put back onto 
the land. Before the final spinning stage the 
fibre is sprayed with an organic vegetable 
oil and water mix to ensure an even width. 
As the Natural Fibre Company is licensed for 
organic production it is inspected regularly 
for accreditation (License Number X9061) by 
the Soil Association as are the farmers who 
supply the fleece. 

FAMOUS NAMES 

In a time when many businesses are 
falling on bad times, it seems that the best 
of British spirit is important to knitters 
everywhere and the mill is incredibly 
busy. As with many purchasing decisions. 



the buying public wants to know where 
their products are coming from and yarn 
spun at the mill is becoming very popular, 
whether it's bought through Blacker Yarns, 
or direct from the farmers. Last year the mill 
processed a final weight of 1 7 tones of fibre, 
which is just over 1 .5 tons a month. Bear 
in mind that a lot more was delivered, but 
because of impurities and dirt there was 
some wastage. 

As word spreads of the great work 
done by the NFC, it can boast some 2,000 
clients to have used their service to spin the 
fleece of more than 50 of the 60 recognised 
sheep breeds grazing the British Isles, not to 
mention the mohair and alpaca fleeces that 
regularly arrive. The customer base is varied, 
and fleece has come to be processed from 
flocks which include those owned by The 
River Cottage, Yeo Valley, Stella McCartney 
and the Jacob sheep which graze at 
Chatsworth. Much of the fleece that arrives 
has a story behind it, such as small holdings 
of city folk who've escaped the rat race, or 
the wool of rescued animals, and you can

SO HOW DO A FEW SACKS OF DIRTY FLEECE TURN INTO LUSCIOUS BALLS 
OF YARN? SUE TAKES US THROUGH THE PROCESS FROM START TO FINISH 



O When the raw fleece 

arrives it is hand-sorted. 
Anything that won't spin 
(such as matted wool and; 
once; a pair of underpants) 
is removed in case it 
damages the machines. 

The fleece is graded into 
textures and colours. 

@ All fleece is then 

scoured (washed) 
with industrial organic 
detergent. This process 
removes the majority of 
the grease/lanolin; sweat; 
seeds and hay. The 40-foot 
machine that does this can 
work with up to one ton 
of wool during a whole 
day. It has three sets of 
rollers; which are almost 
like mangles to squeeze 
the moisture out; and huge 
‘basins' to collect the waste 
water below. 



© Next the fleece is spun 

and dried in an industrial- 
sized spinner and tumble 
drier to remove the water. 
Cashmere; is dried on racks 
to prevent it felting. 

& The dry wool is then 

blended and teased to 
separate the fibres on a 
Fearnaught (a carding 
machine). Here other 
fibres can be added plus a 
mixture of mineral non- 
organic oil or an organic 
vegetable oil and water to 
keep fibres under control. 

@ Afl:er blending the 

wool goes to the carding 
machine to be spread into 
a fine; even web which can 
then be split into individual 
rovings. Pencil rovings/ 
slubbings are taken from 
the end of the carding 



machine then lifted on top 
of the woolen spinning 
frame and turned into yarn 
on the 96 spindles. 

© For worsted yarns the 

wool goes halfway through 
the carding machine and is 
then taken out into tubs to 
go through the aligning and 
combing processes prior to 
worsted spinning. 

0 Yarn for weaving is 

wound onto cones. Yarn 
for knitting is put on the 
‘twister' that can ply up to 
six strands at a time and is 
then wound onto skeinS; 
cones or balls. 

© The flnal stage is to 

add the ball bands and 
package the finished yarn 
before sending it out to 
the customers.

Work Rows 5-1 6 of Border Chart five times total. 828 
sts: 4 sets of 207 sts. 

Continue as follows: 

Row 1 : *K1 , yo, k5, yo, k3togtbl, yo, (k9, yo, k3togtbl, 
yo) to 6 sts before marker, k5, yo, k1 ; rep from * three 
times more. 

Row 2: Knit. 

Row 3: *Sm, k1 , yo, k to 1 st before marker, yo, k1 ; rep 
from * three times more. 

Row 4: Knit. 

Repeat Rows 3-4 three times more; 868 sts: four sets 
of 217 sts. 

Do not break yarn. 

Lace edging 

With waste yarn and 3.25 mm straight needles, cast 
on 24 sts. 

*With main yarn and RS of Shawl Body facing, work 
Rows 1 -24 of Lace Chart, working kwb together with 
live sts of Body and noting that each repeat of the 
lace removes 1 2 sts from the border. 

Rep Rows 1 -24 to 1 st before marker, ending on Row 
24. 

Work Rows 1 -48 of Lace Corner Chart once, noting 
that it removes 1 st from border, rm. 

Repeat from * three times more. 

FINISHING 

Remove waste yarn at the start of the lace edging 
and graft the two ends of the lace edging together. 
Sew the seam from the lace edging to the centre. 
Weave in all ends, but do not cut until after blocking. 
Wash and dress/block, pulling out each point of the 
lace edging. 

Let the shawl dry thoroughly before 
removing the pins. 

Cut remaining loose ends.

WE LOOK AT HOWTO GETTHE 
MOST FROM ONLINE LEARNING

Net value 




O nce upon a time, we 
needed access to 
either a skilled relative 
or a good book to 
learn to knit. However, 
with the World Wide 
Web now available at the click of a 
mouse, learning to knit has never been 
easier or more accessible. 

Whether you're picking up knitting 
needles for the first time, you're looking 
to improve your craft by learning new 
skills and techniques, or you just need 
to learn an unusual stitch, the internet 
has become an invaluable resource 
to knitters around the globe. One 
company that has embraced the online 
learning format is Craftsy. 

CRAFTSY 

Craftsy began as an online community, 
with active message boards and the 
ability to share photos of your craft 
projects. Over the years, it's evolved to 
include a searchable pattern database 
with a newly launched pattern sale/ 
purchase facility, and its online craft 
course hub. 

The courses cover a variety of 
different crafts - including knitting, 
crochet, sewing and even cookery. 
They're comprised of online HD 
video lessons, taught by well-known, 
talented instructors. The videos are 
viewable from the internet rather than 
as downloadable files, so constant 
internet access will be required in order 
to watch them. However, despite being 
streamed, the videos are of professional 
standard with good quality sound 
and clear close-ups - you will be in no 
danger of needing to squint to be able 



to see the detail of techniques which 
are being demonstrated. 

Although each course is several 
hours long, the tutors lead you through 
each skill, technique or pattern in 
easy-to-digest bite-sized segments 
that range from anything from ten 
minutes to an hour or more. Don't 
let the thought of an hour-long 
'segment' daunt you though, as you can 
bookmark the video at any point, close 
it and come back to it - perfect if you 
have to dash out mid-class. You can also 
pause the video at any time, rewind and 
re-watch as many times as you need. 
This is perfect for when you want to 
watch and practise a technique before 
continuing the lesson, and the '30 
second repeat' function, which rewinds 
the video by 30 seconds at the click of 
a button, is helpful when a difficult-to- 
grasp technique is being demonstrated. 

Craftsy courses are entirely online, 
and are accessible from any computer 
or mobile device connected to the 
internet, including smartphones and 
tablet computers such as the iPad. 
They're available to you anytime of the 
day or night and have no set class times, 
so you can enjoy them entirely on your 
own schedule. 

Tutors lead you 
through the skill, 
technique or 
pattern in easy 
to digest pieces 
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Helpfully, there's a message board- 
type facility available in the 'home room' 
- the same page as the video tutorials - 
so you can ask your instructor questions 
and upload photos as you work through 
the course material, and view questions 
and answers left in the past. The tutor 
will usually respond within a day or two, 
and in the meantime you can use the 
'talk' page to participate in discussions 
with your classmates, and view past 
discussions. Where the course includes 
a pattern - for example, a sock pattern 
in a sock course - this is made available 
for you in PDF format to download 
and print. Rather than taking notes on 
scraps of paper, there's a printable notes 
facility where you can type and save 
them, keeping them safe alongside the 
course content - this is private to you. 
Alternatively, printable pdf worksheets 
are also often provided. 

Choosing and signing up for a 
course is easy. Start by visiting the class 
catalogue (www.craftsy.com/classes) 
and browse the courses by theme. 

When you find a course that interests 
you, you can click to view a short video 
preview of the course and read reviews 
left by other Craftsy course users, 
and find details on the instructor's 
background and experience. To sign up 
for the course, simply click the 'Sign Up' 
button, register or log in to Craftsy, and 
pay (if it's a paid-for course - some are 
free) by credit card or PayPal. The course 
is then saved in your Craftsy account 
indefinitely, and you can access it at any 
time in the future. Reassuringly, Craftsy 
also promises that, "If for any reason 
they do not meet your expectations, we 
will refund 100% of your fees."

Sock knitting is a hugely popular 
pastime - socks are quick, portable 
and can be as easy or as challenging as 
you want them to be, making them the 
perfect project for knitters of all levels 
of experience. 

Donna Druchunas's course talks you 
through basic toe-up sock construction 
using two different sock patterns - a 
Lace Knee Sock and a colourwork 
Bosnian Slipper Sock. The course 
shows you how to use double-pointed 
needles to knit in the round, which are 
traditionally used for sock knitting, as 
well as showing you how you can adapt 
this technique for use with a pair of 
circular needles. Importantly, Donna 
also demonstrates how to adapt your 
sock to perfectly fit your foot and calf 
measurements. 

Donna teaches sock knitting in a 
clear and thorough style, dealing with 
common problems - such as loose 
cast on stitches - as she goes along. 



The course is ideal for those who've 
never used dpns or knit socks, as well 
as a refresher for those who've knit a 
pair or two but would like some help 
to hone their sock knitting technique.

Join shoulders and funnel neck seams.

Row 9: K3, yo, ssk, [k1 , (yo, ssk) twice, k1 , yo, ssk] 39 
times, k1, (yo, ssk) twice, k2. 

Row 1 1 : K4, yo, [ssk, k1 , (yo, ssk) twice, k1 , yo] 39 times, 
ssk, k1 , yo, ssk, k3. 

Row 1 3: K3, yo, ssk, [(yo, ssk, k1 ) twice, yo, ssk] 39 
times, (yo, ssk, k1 ) twice, k1 . 

Row 1 5: K2, yo, ssk, k1 , (k1 , yo, ssk, k2, yo, ssk, k1 ) 39 
times, k1,yo, ssk, k4. 

Row 1 7: K5, (k2, yo, k3tog, yo, k3) 39 times, k2, yo, 
k3tog, yo, k2. 

Row 1 9: K5, (k3, yo, ssk, k3) 39 times, k3, yo, ssk, k2. 
Row 20 (WS): K2, purl to last 2 sts, k2. 



Purl 3 rows, then cast off all sts purlwise.

DPNs to be held for foot (1 2 sts per DPN). Turn. 

**Change to RDP. 

Row 2 (RS): SI1 k-wise, k1, (sll, k1) to end. Turn. 

Row 3:511 p-wise, purl to end. Turn. 

Switch to PU. 

Row 4: SI2 k-wise, (k1, sll) to end. Turn. 

Row 5: Sll p-wise, purl to end. Turn. 3 
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Rep from ** four times more, then work Row 2 once 
more (22 rows total for heel flap). 

Turn Heel 

Change to PU only. 

Row 1 (WS):SI1 p-wise, p13, p2tog, pl.Turn. 

Row 2: S1 1 k-wise, k5, ssk, k1 . Turn. 

Row 3: SI1 p-wise, purl to 1 st before gap, p2tog, pi . 
Turn. 

Row 4: S1 1 k-wise, knit to 1 st before gap, ssk, k1 . Turn. 
Rep Rows 3-4 twice more. 

Row 9: SI1 p-wise, purl to 1 st before gap, p2tog. 

Turn. 

Row 10 (RS): SI1 k-wise, knit to 1 st before gap, ssk. 

Do not turn. 14 sts rem for heel; 7 sts either side of 
beg of rnd marker. 

Set Up Gusset 

Next Rnd: (Pick up and knit 2 sts from side of heel 
flap with PU, pick up and knit 2 sts from side of heel 
flap with F) three times, for a total of 1 2 sts picked up 
from side of heel flap (1 st in each slipped st plus 1 st 
between flat and held sts). Pm. (K2 with PU, k2 with 
F) across held sts, pm. (Pick up and knit 2 sts from 
side of heel flap with PU, pick up and knit 2 sts from 
side of heel flap with F) three times, then from rem 
heel sts, k2 with PU, k2 with F, k2 with PU, k1 with F, 
to end at beg of rnd marker. 62 sts: 1 9 sts between 
markers 1 & 2, 24 sts between markers 2 & 3, and 1 9 
sts between marker 3 & end of rnd . 

Gusset shaping 

Note: Colours won't align exactly at decreases but 
this is part of pattern. If this isn't to your liking, use 1 
colour, not 2. 



Rnd 1: (K1 with PU, k1 with F) to 3 sts before marker, 
k2tog with F, k1 with PU, sm, (k1 with F, k1 with PU) 
to marker, sm, k1 with F, ssk with PU, (k1 with PU, k1 
with F) to end of rnd. 2 sts dec'd. 

Rnd 2: (K1 with PU, k1 with F) to 2 sts before marker, 
k1 with F, k1 with PU, sm, (k1 with F, k1 with PU) to 
marker, sm, k1 with F, k1 with PU, (k1 with PU, k1 with 
F) to end of rnd. 

Rnd 3: (K1 with PU, k1 with F) to 4 sts before marker, 
k1 with PU, k2tog with F, k1 with PU, sm, (k1 with F, k1 
with PU) to marker, sm, k1 with F, ssk with PU, k1 with 
F, (k1 with PU, k1 with F) to end of rnd. 2 sts dec'd. 
Rnd 4: (K1 with PU, k1 with F) to 1 st before marker, 
k1 with PU, sm, (k1 with F, k1 with PU) to marker, sm, 
k1 with F, (k1 with PU, k1 with F) to end of rnd. 

Rep Rnds 1-3 once more, substituting PO for PU. 

Change to RP only. 

Rnd 8: Knit. 

Rnd 9: Knit to 3 sts before marker, k2tog, k1, sm, knit 
to next marker, sm, k1 , ssk, knit to end. 

Change to L only and Rep Rnds 8-9. 

Change to RP only and Rep Rnds 8-9. 

Change to L only and Rep Rnd 8. 48 sts rem. 

Cont even in St st as foil: 

Work 1 rnd in L. 

Work 2 rnds in RP. 

Work 2 rnds in DP 

Rnd 20: (K1 with R, k1 with DP) around. 

Rnd 21: (K1 with DP, k1 with R) around. 

Rep Rnd 20 once more. 

Work 1 rnd in DP. 

Work 2 rnds in R. 

Work 2 rnds in PO. 

Rnds 28-29: (K2 with L, k2 with PO) around. 

Work 2 rnds in PO. 

Work 1 rnd in RDP. 

Work 3 rnds in BP. 

Work 2 rnds in L. 

Work 3 rnds in BP. 

Work 2 rnds in PU. 

Add extra rounds here in stripe pattern of your 
choice to increase length before beginning toe. 

Toe Decrease 

Rnd 1 : With PU, k to 3 sts before marker, k2tog, k1 , 
sm, k1 , ssk, knit to 3 sts before marker, k2tog, k1 , sm, 
k1, ssk, knit to end. 

Rnd 2: With RDP, knit. 

Rnd 3: With RDP, rep Rnd 1 . 

Change to PU and rep Rnd 2 and Rnd 1 . 

Change to RDP and rep Rnd 2 and Rnd 1 . 

Change to PU and rep Rnd 2 and Rnd 1 . 

Change to F and rep Rnd 2 and Rnd 1 . 

Change to PU and knit 1 rnd. 24 sts rem. 

With PU, knit to first marker and cut yarn, leaving a 
long tail. 

FINISHING 

Distribute sts with 12 on each DPN. Using Kitchener 
stitch, graft sts together. Repeat for second sock. 

Weave in ends, wash and block gently to 
measurements.

arah Clark, owner of 
Cannbridge-based 
knitting emporium The 
Sheep Shop, and a generous 
band of knitters are raising 
funds for Arthur Rank House, 
an adult hospice offering 
specialist palliative care. The 
shop opened in November 
2011, is a welcoming yarn store 
choc full of touchy-feely yarns, 
knitting & crochet notions 
and patterns. Making yourself 
comfy on The Sheep Shop's 
sofa is encouraged, and there's 
even a dedicated Ravelry 
station and tea on tap. 



FUNDRAISING 

OPPORTUNITY 

Arthur Rank House is a charity 
local to Sarah and dear to 
her heart. Prior to opening 
the shop, Sarah was on the 
Council's waste and recycling 
team, during which time 
she worked closely with the 
hospice on a recycling project. 
She was so impressed by the 
work the hospice undertook 
in the community that the 



memory stayed with her for 
several years, until she was in a 
position to start a fundraising 
project on its behalf. 

The hospice has helped 
over 1,000 individuals and 
their families who have been 
affected by cancer and other 
life-limiting illnesses such 
as multiple sclerosis, motor 
neurone disease, and advanced 
heart and lung diseases. "This 
year alone they will spend 
approximately £1.3 million on 
direct patient services, and all 
of this money has to be raised 
by the local community," Sarah 
told us. "The charity receives 
no NHS funding or major 
grants and therefore its 
fundraising activities are crucial 
to its survival." 

Once an in-patient only 
hospice, it now also uses its 
income to fund therapy in its 
day centre as well as hospice at 
home services, complementary 
therapies, art and craft 
therapies, and the support 
and management of over 250 
staff members and volunteers.

As well as providing physical 
care, the hospice also provides 
emotional support and 
counselling with the aim of 
alleviating some of the anxiety 
and fear experienced by 
patients and their loved ones. 

HEXIPUFFS FOR CHARITY 

One day, a knitting friend 
showed Sarah the popular 
Beekeeper's Quilt pattern, 
designed by Stephanie 
Dosen, and she was bowled 
over by its quirky brilliance. 

Its construction made it the 
ideal candidate for her charity 
project: "Being made in small 
pieces, it lends itself to being 
knitted by lots of people!" 

Over 30 people have 
contributed 'hexipuffs'- the 
stuffed hexagons needed to 
make the Beekeeper's Quilt - 
to date. Several people have 
even kindly donated 100 
or more, as they've realized 
they're never going to finish 
the quilt they intended for 
themselves and know their 
hexipuffs will be going to 
a good home, while others 
contribute one or two. Sarah 
also receives airmail packages 
from people who want to 
contribute from overseas - an 
Australian lady even brought 
some with her when she came 
to England on holiday! 

Once complete, the quilt 
will be raffled off - tickets are 




available online and in the 
shop. Sarah hopes the quilt will 
raise in the region of £2,000 
when it's finally finished.
